velt, 66, who lived to see her only son become President of 
the U died this at the ancestral Roose- 
velt home overlooking the Hudson river 

Death came at 11:15 o’clock of an acute circulatory col- 
lapse resulting principally from her advanced age. The first 
intimation of her declining health came last Friday when 
President Roosevelt left Washington for Hyde Park to visit 
his mother whom he said he wished to undergo a physical 
check-up. 

Dr. Scott L. Smith, the family physician, announced 
that Mrs. Roosevelt had been unconscious for 12 hours pre- 
ceding her death and that her condition had not become 
alarming until Saturday evening 

Even at her advanced age she was extremely active, 
attending many charitable functions and state occasions. 
She had spent the summer at her cottage on Campobello 
Island, New Brunswick, leaving August 31 for Hyde Park. 

Both the President and his wife were with his mother 
when she died, They had spent last night at her bedside.

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Wooden Nickels 

There are millions of wooden nickels waiting 
to be picked up by Georgia farmers. They are 
just as good a money resource to Georgia land- 
owners as are the copper nickels of Colorado, 
the golden nickels of the old west, the cotton 
nickels of the south, the tobacco nickels of. the 
the corn nickels of the middle

southeast, 
west, etc. | 

Trees, which only God can make, provide 
those nickels which multiply into dollars that 
spend anywhere anytime. And God, in His 
goodness, provided that trees will grow as 
rapidiy and as well in Georgia as in any other 
state in the nation. Only, it seems, Georgia 
farmers, especially the small landowners, do not 
take full advantage of this blessing of nature. 

A recent survey shows that less than three 
per cent of the income of the small farmer is 
derived from forest products, a pitiably minute 
amount when one remembers what the total 
cash income of the small Georgia farmer is per 
year. Experts say the wooden nickels could 
amount to much more, as much as 10 per cent, 
or even greater, of the annual income, if the 
small landowners took full advantage of thelr 
opportunity. 2 

There is a big market for gum, pulpwood, 
posts, railroad ties and saw timbers throughout 
the nation. And Georgia can produce her share 
if only she will. Some types of these forest 
products grow better in Georgia than anywhere 
else. They grow faster and at less cost. 

The Farm Security Administration has 
announced that Paul H. Russell, a specialist of 
the United States Bureau of Forestry, has been 
appointed to aid farmers in the southeast in 
deriving more revenue and profit from thelr 
woodlands. His aim is to increase the produc- 
tion and the sale of forest products. 

On almost every small farm there is always 
land that lies fallow year after year, land that 
does nothing for the farmer except cost him in 
taxes. It could be turned to good advantage 
by planting and cultivating in trees of the sort 
most suited for the type of soil and climate. 

That old, old warning: “Don’t take any 
farmers. Wooden nickels will pay—if made out 
‘wooden nickels,” shouldn’t apply to Georgia 
of the proper lumber.

| To Foil Termites 

That it is entirely possible to build houses 
of wood in areas infested by termites, houses 
which will be immune to the ravages of the 
insect pest, has been proven by a 15-year 
experiment of the United States Bureau of 
Entomology. 

The island of Barro Colorado, in the Panama 
Canal Zone, is the most heavily infested termite 
area in North America. Ordinary, untreated 
wood is devoured by the insects there within a 


year. 

Fifteen years ago the bureau built, on this 
island, a house constructed of yellow southern 
pine impregnated with zinc chloride. The 
timber was furnished by the American Wood 
Preservers’ Association. Timbers for the found- 
ations and framework were creosoted. 

Today, after 15 years, that house is un- 
damaged by termites, though “bait stakes” of 


untreated wood placed beneath the house were 
quickly and entirely consumed. 

Termites are to be folind, in greater or lesser 
degree, almost everywhere in North America. 
They are, probably, a greater plague in the 
hotter, more southern, states. It is, therefore, 
of particular interest to the south to know that 
the use of properly treated lumbér in house 
construction will effectively protect the build- 
ing from termite destruction. 

It is also stated by the bureau that the house 
on Barro Colorado shows no signs of wood rot, 
although the moist, tropical climate there is 
conducive to that destruction, also.

Klan Keeps Its Word 


Several weeks ago a group of Ku Klux 
Klansmen appeared in New Jersey wearing 
masks. They also burned a fiery cross in public. 

Such actions violated two rules of the Klan, 
promulgated by Imperial Wizard Colescott in 
March, 1940. At that time klansmen were for- 
bidden to wear masks or visors with their 
regalia, to burn a fiery cross without permission 
of the central office and also of the owner of 
the property on which the cross was to be 
burned. 

As a result of these New Jersey violations 
the ringleaders in the August meeting there 
have been banished from the Klan and the 
charter of the offending local klan has been 
suspended for 60 days. 

It is gratifying to find that the klan is thus 
living up to its pledge to eliminate the mask, 
or visor, from its regalia. That hiding of 
identity was the worst feature of an organiza- 
tion which, at best, is nothing but a device to 
catch the dollars of the gullible. 

Without the covering of faces the Klan 


becomes nothing more nor less than another.

FORMAL WAR UNLIKELY WASHINGTON, Sept. 6.—Al- 


though President Roosevelt in 
condemning the submarine attack on the United States destroyer 
Greer used perhaps the most belligerent words he has employed 
since the war started, there is little present reason to believe that a 
repetition of such incidents, even the sinking of a few of our naval 
vessels, would lead immediately to a formal declaration of war. 
The result more likely would be a state of defensive undeclared 
war wherein: sections of our fleet engaged in Atlantic patrol duty 
would be ordered to fire at sight on any Axis craft, surface, under- 
surface, or air, found within the area of our patrols. 


Such’a state of affairs would be only a step removed from the 
existing order of things in that our Navy now merély reports on the 
presence of any enemy vessels encountered in American patrol 
waters, with orders to engage in shooting only in. case of attack. 

Unless Mr. Roosevelt has had occasion to change his mind by 
more recent war developments, he has no intention of allowing the 
country to be drawn into a formal declaration of hostilities by in- 
cidents such as the Greer attack, any. more than he did when a 
German submarine earlier sank the Robin Moor, first American ship 
casualty of the war.

TO PROTECT SHIPS 
for the country a short while back called 


for this kind of action if our ships became the targets of German 
attacks. Our vessels were to be protected at all costs. If there were 
any spasmodic shootings in the process the incidents were not to be 
treated as cause for war, although a state of undeclared war might 
be the result.

HEALTH DEPARTMENT: 


Q. Does pasteurization reduce the “cream 
line’ or “cream volume’? 

A. Investigators have found that proper 
nasteurization does not affect the “cream 
line” or cream volume. 


-@. Does pasteurization destroy the vita- 
ns in milk? 

A. Of all the valuable vitamins in milk, 
only one, Vitamin C, may be at all dimin- 
ished in quantity by pasteurization. And 
Vitamin C is present in raw milk in such 
small and uncertain quantities that milk 
cannot be depended upon for the necessary 


amount. 


Q. Does pasteurization change the fla- 
vor of milk? 

A. The flavor is not changed by proper 
pasteurization. 


Q. Do children and invalids “do better” 
on raw milk than on pasteurized milk? 

A. The United States Public Health 
Service says, “The growth-promoting ca- 
pacity of pasteurized milk plus the sup- 
plementary diet received by the average 
American child is not less than the growth- 
promoting capacity of raw milk plus the 
supplementary diet. 


©. Is the mineral content of milk re- 
duced by pasteurization? 

A. The Journal of Agricultural Science 
has said? “It is obvious that the total 
amounts of calcium, phosphorous and 
nitrogen in milk can not be altered by 
pasteurization, although the differences 
obtained in pasteurized milk render it 
—- that some changes in the solu- 
bility of one or more of these salts may 
be affected.” Further experiments by the 


same authorities proved the “relatively 
slight change” to be “unimportant” to the 
nutritive value of milk. 


. Is pasteurized milk likely to be con- 
stipating? 

A. A prominent pediatrician - (specialist 
in children’s diseases) who prescribes 
boiled (not simply pasteurized) milk fre- 
quently for babies states that constipation 
occurs no more frequently among babies 
fed on boiled milk than among those fed 
at the breast. Certainly pasteurized milk 
would have no more serious effect, since 
it is not boiled. 


@. Doesn't pasteurization increase the 
price of milk? 

A. In Atlanta, the cost of pasteurized 
milk to the consumer is the same as raw 
milk. Pasteurization is effective insurance 
against milk-borne infection. 


. Doesn't the necessity for pasteuriza- 
tion work a hardship on the small dealer 
in raw milk? 

A. In cities where pasteurization ordi- 
nances have been enacted, an increase in 
per capita consumption of milk, appar- 
ently due to increased confidence on the 
part of consumers, has been noted. The 
small “producer-distributor” can, at a rela- 
tively low cost, comply with all compul- 
sory pasteurization regulations. 


@. What are other advantages of pas- 
teurization? 

A. Pasteurization destroys disease bac- 
terla—pasteurization has contributed to a 
reduction in infant mortality —pasteurized 
milk “keeps” longer than raw milk of sim- 
ilar quality. In short...
